PREPARATION FOR PEACE. 
Great and widespread discomfort has as a prob- 


able consequence great and widespread social dis- 
content. If the present soéial arrangement permits 


itself to get all tangled up in trying to meet 
which it can foresee now plainly enough 
it will encourage revolutionaries and n convert 
liberals into revolutionaries. 

The hard times of peace can be avoided, but they 
ean be avoided only by prevision and provision. It 
is not necessary to wait until upward of ten million 
or more workers have been shunted suddenly out 
of the employment which kept them going during 


the war and which was denied them with peace. 


The conditions which this suspension of employ- 
ment will establish for soldiers and for war work- 
ers are plain to the vision. 

Social revolution by violence has not, we think, 
gained much encouragement in Russia. That
